* 1 Danger of too great a Credulity, all Ages having produc'd ſpurious Hiſtories, 
neceſſary fabulous Accounts, and forg'd Legends, as to the Actions and Miracles of 
32 Saints, ſtuffed with childiſh, trifling and incredible Stories; rejected by many 
ancient Writers, by Pope Gelaſius, by Councils and Biſhops in divers Parts of 
the Chriſtian World, as well as by the Learned in later Ages, as by Melebior 
Canus, Baronius, &c. As for the Learned, they ſtand not in need of any Ad- 
mmonition againſt ſuch Abuſes, which they know may, and have happen'd, 
- © thro the Ignorance of indiſcreet Perſons :. And as for Readers of Iefs © Capa- 
City, the Preface had been much more to the Purpoſe, if they had ſet forth 
the Care and Vigilance of the Paſtors of the Church in oppoſing all ground 
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lefs Stories and Forgeries: If they: had inſiſted. more on the ſtri& Scrutiny 
made in all Ages, as to the honouring Saints; and the Veneration paid to

Miracles and Relicks. 
We may judge, ſay theſe a vi. in their Prue, after Baillet 
of the Exactneſs, by which the primitive Chriſtians proceeded in this Affair 
of receiving the Deceas'd into the Number of Saints, and authorizing a Ve- 


neration due to them. from rbe Ae of S.. Nee Iiartyraom, and from 
St. Cyprian's 79" Ep iſtle : For it is evident, no one was to be honoured as a 


Martyr, till he was at for ſuch by the Authority of the Biſhop, or a Syn- 
od. Beſides the Biſhops did not ſo abſolutely depend on their own Judg- 
ment, as not. to conſult their Colleagues on ſo important an Affair; and i it of- 
ten happen'd, that a Council was neceſſary for deciding the Matter. This 
Practice had the Weight of a Law in the 9 Century, and by ſeveral Exam- 
ples in the following and ſucceeding Ages, we find, that the Decrees and Ce- 
remonies of canonizing any one for a Saint, were reſerved to the Pope, or 
Head of the Church, but not to be perform'd by Popes without the Advice, 
and Conſent of their Council. Such as were preſented, . were not canonized, 
unleſs recommended by inconteſtable Miracles, atteſted by Eye-witneſſes, Pope | 
Alexander the III“ in the 12 Age obſerved, that the Metropolitans, and other 
Biſhops, were too eaſy in admitting Proofs of Sanctity; and therefore confin'd 
the Right of Canonization to the Apoſtolical See. Innocent the III. proceeded 
in the fame Manner, which has been continued till this very. Time, and tis 
well known, what Care and Caution is uſed, how ſtrict and exact a Scrutiny is 


made into the Life and Miracles of ſuch, as are propos d to be Fc and yy 


honour'd as Saints. | 

All this is allowed by Baillet, and out of kim tranſcrib'd by. theſe Gentle- | 
men; and from hence I draw this obvious Conſequence, which theſe new, Cri- 
ticks are not aware of; to wit, that ſuch evident Impoſtors, and Pious Frauds 
and Miſtakes, in honouring Saints and Relicks, cannot be ſo common and 
l as Bailer and theſe Engliſhmen would make us believe., ... 
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vWears to obſerve (ſay: they, p. x.) that twwo Extremes are —— 
writing the Lives of Saints, Credulity, and unnereſſary Criticiſm.”

This was firſt aſſerted by their Author Baillet, who, per- 
haps, may mean few, in compariſon of a great Number, which he thinks have - 
been forged and invented. Whatever be the Meaning of ſuch Criticks,' the 


Aſſertion is certainly falſe, a 3 * r by thaſs Volumes of Saints Lives, 


put out by Baillet himſelf, by Tillemont in his Eccleſiaſtical Memoirs, and by 
the Lives publiſh'd by Theodoric Ruinart, highly commended, and look'd upon - 
as genuine by the greateſt Criticks, and of which theſe Gentlemen write thus, 
Pref.” p. vn We have à curious Collection of ſelett Acts of Martyrs during the 
Heathen Perſecutions, publiſh'd by Dom Thierry Ruinart, Anno 1689, re- 

printed at Amſterdam, Anno 1713. Now we need but read theſe genuine Acts 
in Ruinart to be convinced, that not a few, but a very great Number, and 

very extraordinary Miracles are recorded in thoſe true and ſincere As. See 


the Acts of St. Felix of Nola, which are alſo related, and allowed by Baillet - 


and Tillemont, tho? not tranſlated by theſe Editors into Engliſh, Jan. 14. See- 
the Acts of St. Palycarp's Martyrdom, the moſt precious Monument of An- 
tiquity, ſays Baillet, and which theſe Engli/b Tranſlators call one of the moſt: 


valuable Remains of Eccleſiaſtical Antiquity.. Baillet indeed omits the Mira- 


cle of a Dove ſeencto come out of the Wound of his Body, tho' atteſted in 
the ſame Acts, and alſo, that a ſweet Perfume diffus'd itſelf on all that were 

about him, and that. a ſhining Brightneſs was obſerved in his Countenance. - 
But as theſe Miracles are atteſted by the very ſame ity, Why are they 
omitted; eſpecially ſince theſe Tranſlators, as well às Baillet, had made this 
Promiſe to their Readers, That whatever Miracles come recommended by unqueſ-- 


tionable Authority, they are always allowed their Place in our Account? But I. 
ſhall have frequent Occaſions of putting them in mind of the Breach of their- 
Word, as to this Particular: For by comparing _ L. have. found, that 
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46 lawful Means, and make all Condeſcenſicns i in their Favour, by which a

See in Ruinart the Acts of St. Perpetua and St. Filicitas ; of SS. Ponies 
Probus and Andronicus ; of St. Theodotus and Seven Virgins; of St. Vincent and

November the 170. Theſe Gentlemen are pleas d to tell us in the Pref. p. xix. 
That the Incredulity of the preſent Age might paſs for a tolerable Excuſe 
in omitting even ſome true and undoubted Miracles, At leaft this was 
St. Gregory of Nyſſas Way of Reaſoning ; for entring on the Life of his 
. 5 Macrina, he profeſſes that his Fear of expoſing her Miracles to the

« miſtaken Brethren, whoſe Converſion we are obliged to facilitate by all 


Truth is not prejudic'd. ?? 

But here I cannot enter into the Way of "Thinking of theſe Gee ac- 

cording to that their thread-bare Expreſſion, which they ſeem to apply ſome- 
times very improperly. The Incredulity of the Age can be no ſufficient Plea 
to thoſe who undertake to write the Lives of the Saints for not producing 
Miracles atteſted by authentick Records, and from Authorities which cannot 
reaſonably be doubted of, tho no - Catholicks look. _ ſuch Miracles as of 
Divine Faith, and infallible Authority. 

Firſt, neither theſe Gentlemen, nor Baillet, ought to have omitted them: 

Becauſe the Omiſſion of ſuch Miracles is directly contrary to their Promiſe in 
the foregoing Page, where they told us, that whatever Miracles come recom- 


mended by unqueſtionable Authority, are always allowed their Place in our Account, 


Baillet made the ſame Promiſe in his Advertiſements, p. 120. 1 engage myſelf 


not to omit any ( Miracles) that are ſupported by good Authority, And he gives 


us the Motive of his Non-omiſſion in his Preliminary Diſcourſe, p. 84. Ne 84, 
True Miracles, ſays he, are no ſmall Ornaments in tbe Life of a Saint, whoſe 
Miniſtry God hath made uſe of to pore them, and I have endeavoured not to paſs 

over any one of this kind. 
Secondly, Men of Learning and Judgment, abies Catholicks or Prote- 
= ſeek * Truth, for what is certain; and where an abſolute, and an in- 
2 fallible 


C 
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Ellible Certainty cannot be found, for what appears moſt probable, and eredi- 
ble: And as they have Reaſon to blame and complain of ſuch, as would im- 
poſe-upon them with falſe Stories, forged Legends, pretended Miracles, and 
the Belief of Facts without ſufficient Grounds ; ſo they have Reaſon to com- 
plain of it as an Injury done both to Truth and the Readers themſelves, when 
they, who undertake to write Hiſtories, leave out remarkable Facts, which 
have been well atteſted, and which cannot be queſtion d without Raſhneſs 
2 Imprudence. 

The learned and judicious Critick Mr. Tillemont, Tom. WW. P. 408. in the 
Life of St. Felix of Nola, gives us a Rule of Criticiſm, which, as P. Hano- 
ratus takes notice, Tom. 1. Part II. p. 30. ought to be followed by all true 
Criticks: .** As, ſays he, great Miracles, when related by People of little 
Authority, ought to be more ſuſpected, the more rare and extraordinary 
ec they are; ſo, on the contrary, they ought to be received with greater Re- 
<<. ſpect, as Proofs of the Almighty Power of God, when they are authoriz d, 
« and deliver*d hy Perſane, . whoſe Teftimony we cannot rejet without Raſh- 
« neſs and Imprudence; or, as he expreſſeth it, without being guilty of 4 
Crime, and an Extravagance : Sans Extravagance, & ſans Crime. 

Thirdly, This Rule muſt ſtand good as to Miracles in the Lives of Saints 
We cannot queſtion the Almighty Power of God, who is the only Author 
of all Miracles: And our Bleſſed Saviour has foretold that his Diſciples ſhould 
do even greater Miracles than he had done. Again, Matth. xvii, 19. he tells 
his Diſciples, 1 /ay to you, if you have faith as a grain of muſtard- ſeed, you ſhall 
ſay to this Mountain, paſs from hence thither, and it ſhall paſs; aud nothing ſhalt 
be impoſſible to you, Theſe Principles and Promiſes, being own'd as infallible ; 
the only Queſtion to be made by any Chriſtian, is, whether ſuch Miracles 
come recommended to us by unqueſtionable Authority, and atteſted by ſuch 
Authors and Witneſſes, to whom we cannot refuſe Credit, and a human Be- 
lief, without Raſhneſs and Imprudence :. As even in Matters of profane Hiſ- 
tory, it would be a kind of Madneſs, not to believe that Cz/ar overcame Pom- 
Pey. that he was murder'd. in the Senate by Brutus and others, . the . 

cient Teſtimony of profane Hiſtory. | 

Fourthly, On this Topick of Miracles, I beg Leave to take notice, with the 
Learned Biſhop of Meaux, Boſſuet, in his firſt paſtoral Inſtruction on the Verſion: 
of the New Teſtament by Mr. Simon; that ſuch new Criticks think they ſhew 
themſelves Men of better Senſe, by not giving Credit to ſo many Miracles. Nay, 
they look upon ſuch, as Men of a weak and low Genius, of an old-faſtiion'd' 
Taſte, who can take any Pleaſure in reading of Mirades, and. under Pretence: 
that 
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chat miny falſe Miracles have been recorded, they are "for deus. al unleſs "Mp 
1 be thoſe in the Holy Scriptures. 
Fifthly, They are for ſaying nothing of ſich Miracles, out of a NY Re 
gard for our weak and miſtaken Brethren, whoſe Converſion we are obliged to faci- 
litate by all lawful Condeſcenſions. I own it, when they are neceſſary or profitable. 
Grant, O Lord, that I be always willing, as I hope I am, to lay down my Life 
for the Converſion and Salvation of our miſtaken Brethren. But is this ſuch 
a tender Regard as they inſiſt upon? Is this here mention'd, ſuch a deſcen= 
fion, as they can, or do expect from us? I can ſcarce believe it. For (1.) The 
Belief of ſuch Miracles is not offer'd to them as an Article of Faith, or 
Terms of our Communion. (2.) We profeſs with them to diſclaim all ground- 
leſs Facts, and pretended Miracles that have been related, and are not ſuffi- 
ciently atteſted : Can they reaſonably require any more? (3.) They are not 
deſired to believe the Miracles propoſed, even with a human' Belief; unleſs 
they appear to their own private Reaſon, ſo fully atteſted, that it would be 
an Imprudencc and Rahe not- e give Credic-to them : Can they defire a 
Condeſcenſion? (4.) Both they and we agree, that none of theſe mi- 
raculous Facts ſurpaſs the Almighty Power: Therefore both they and we al- 
low them poſſible. And when we have certain Proofs that God hath wrought 
them, we give Credit to them as certain. But when the Teſtimonies and Autho- 
rities- concerning them are no more than probable and doubtful, we may re- 
ject them, or receive them as probable. This is all the Condeſcenſion that 
in reaſon: they can expect from us. (5.) Such a Condeſcenſion, as leaves every 
one to credit nothing but what they ſee with their own Eyes, hear with their 
own Ears, or which fall under their Senſes 3 is not this a Means, at leaſt, to 
make them loſe the Divine Faith of all Things inviſible, and of all Things 
above the Reach of our weak Senſes, and blinded Underſtanding? Whereas, 
Faith, ſays the Apoſtle, is the ſubſtance of things hoped for, a convittion of things 
that appear not. (6.) In fine, I may conclude this Point of Miracles with 
the Words of a learned Author, Thomaſin, of Feaſts, Lib. II. c. 21. Mi- 
« rades, ſays he; are not Articles of Divine Faith, but at the ſame time are 
not to be rejected by wiſe and ſober learned Men. The reading the Works 
« of St. Cyprian, St. Auguſtin, St. Ambroſe, St. Jerome, St. Gregory of Nyſſa, 
«© St. Baſil, St. Athanaſius, will not permit us to doubt, but that themſelves 
« gave Credit to miraculous Facts atteſted in that Manner. St. Auguſtin 
has related Miracles full as incredible as any. And *tis much to be fear'd, 
that to pretend to be Men of better Senſe, than Auguſtins, Hieroms, Gre- 
<< pgories, and the moſt ancient Fathers of the Church, is the Effect of a moſt 
dangerous Pride. N 
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But they are pleas'd: to tell us, that to omit great Miracles was according 


to the Way of Reaſoning of St. Gregory of Nyſſa. It's certain this was not his 


general and conſtant Method ; the contrary is evident by his Works, eſpeci- 
ally in the Life he wrote of St. Gregory Thaumaturgus in which he has re- 
lated a vaſt Number of extraordinary Miracles. Iſt leaſt; ſay they, entering 
on the Life of bis Siſter Macrina, he profeſſes, that his Fear of expoſing her 
Miracles to the Ridicule of the Incredulous, obliged him to omit them, though at- 
| teſted by bis own Eyes. | | 
as many Miſtakes as Lines. (1.) The Words they would hint at, are not 
upon entrifig upon ber Life, but at the very End, after a very long Epiſtle of 

fourteen Leaves in Folio, Tom. II. from p. 177, to 204. (2.) He does not 
ſpeak of Miracles that could be atteſted by his own Eyes, as they are pleas'd to 
expreſs it: On the contrary, St. Gregory in the ſame Epiſtle, p. 188. acquaints 


us, that he had not ſo much as ſeen her for eight Years before he came to

Baillet, which are put out in 
theſe Engliſh Volumes, with which I have compar*d them; and with Sub- 
miſſion to better Judges, I think we find a juſt Character of Baillet in P. Ho- 
noratus of St. Mary, Tom. I. Part I. p. 6. The Work, ſays he, would Baller 
a be excellent in its kind, were not his Criticks ſo ſhocking and bold, his Cr. 
« moral Entertainments ſo empty and dry, his pious Reflections ſo few and 
rare, and the Work is generally ſo ſwell'd and ſtuff*d with hiſtorical Re- 
<« lations, which neither ſuit with the Capacity of very many, nor are pro- 
« fitable for many others, who in reading the Lives of the Saints, propoſe _

the ſame Defects are found in theſe Engliſh Editors, who have copied from I 
Baillet. I can aſſure the Reader, that before I met with this Character in R. 
Pere Honor, both I and others with whom I diſcours'd about them, had ob- : 
ſerv'd the very ſame, and that we look*d upon them as Faults ; that is, not 
only the unneceſſary Criticiſms and Omiſſions, but a great Want of ſuch ſuit-

ſhameful Errata in the Prefs, not mark'd and corrected, but an affected Style, 


and ſtudied Expreſſions, which rather diſturb and divert the Mind of the 


Reader from pious Affections, and which many times make both the Senſe and 
Conſtructioh obſcure, as I ſhall take notice in theſe Remarks. Bail tells us, 
that he avoided a pompous pedantick Style, which may be found in the figu- 
rative Expreſſions of profane Orators. And in ſuch a Subject as this of the 


Lives and Actions of the Saints, Baillet commends a plain and familiar Sim- 


plicity, leſs affected, but more moving and affecting the pious Readers. In 
the firſt Page of their Preface they tell us, In the firſt Ages of the Church, 


when Martyr and Chriſtian were the ſame. This, when examin*d; is more 


than can be ſaid with Truth; in the three firſt Ages, and till Conftantine's 


Time, there were many Perſecutions againſt the Church, and a very great 
Number fuffer*d Iriarcyroorm vn which count foe M-. Dedevell belly: con- 


futed by Dom. Ruinart in the long Preface to his firſt Tome; but as Mr. Boſ-- 


ſuet the learned Biſhop of Meaux obſerves in his Treatiſe upon the Apoca- 
typſe, the Divine Providence never permitted thoſe” Perſecutions to laſt for 


many Tears: The Faithful frequently enjoyed a Peace, and in many Places a 
comfortable Liberty ; thouſands and thouſands of Chriſtians were never put to.

omit the bold Title of this Work, The Lives of Saints of the whole Year 5 


l:Bed from Authentick Records, This ſounds great indeed; and 1 have not 
found any Writers, or Compilers of the Lives of Saints, who ever durſt fay, 
that all the Lives they undertook to give us an Account of, were from Au- 
thentick Records. This may be faid of ſome Particulars, but not of all in ge- 
neral. Their Author Baillet us*d much greater Caution in the Title he put to- 
his Saints Lives. He only pretends to give us the Lives of Saints compord 
or drawn from what remains, or is now extant in the moſt authentick, and the 


moſt aſſured, or beſt atteſted in their Hiſtory. | Baillet may acquit himſelf of 


his Promiſe; but they muſt fall ſhort of theirs, as ſhall be ſhewn, when we 


come to Particulars. It muſt appear how frequently they have followed Ac- 


counts, which in no ſenſe can be called Autbentick; nay, which they them- 


ſelves, in the Account they have given of their Authors and Authorities, own. 


and confeſs are not Authentick. Dom. J. heodorick Ruinart collected what he: 
could find of the Acts of the Martyrs only of the firſt Ages, (the moſt va-

7 tuable Piece of this Kind) yet he durſt not warrant them all for Authentick, 


baut calls them the ſincere and ſelect Acts of the firſt Martyrs, Ada primorum 


Nartyrum ſincera & ſelefla. Pariſſis, Anno 1689. But divers of the new 
Criticks will not allow all the Acts in Ruinart to be Authentick ; of this Num- 
ber they have judg'd ſome of them to be doubiful, others to be ſup poſititions, 
corrupted, and fabulous. This is the Cenſure of Dupin and Arnaud on the 
Hiſtory of St. James of Jeruſalem, of which ſee Tillemont labouring to defend 
Hegefippus in Euſebius, Tom. I. p. 632. Tillemont rejects the Acts of St. Lu- 
cian and Martian; Baillet queſtions the Acts of St. Vincent the Deacon. See 
P. Honort, Tom. I. Part II. p. 9. & ſeq. The Word Authentick is taken in 
different Senſes, Theſe Gentlemen would have obliged the Publick very much, 
had they told us in what Senſe they underſtood Auibemict in the Title of all 
their Volumes. But they leave the Reader to gueſs, or to take it in what 
Senſe he pleaſes. They would be more pardonable, if their Title could be 
juſtified in any Senſe ; which cannot be, as will appear, when we come to ex- 
amine all theſe Lives, s. | 
In their Preface, p. 2, when they ſpeak of the Martyrs only, not of the 
Saints in general, as their Deſign rather requir'd, they tell us, that the A 
of the Martyrs were of two Sorts ; the one compos'd on the Spot, the others drawn 
up after their Death, &c. What they would tell us, would be of greater Sa- 
tisfaction to the Readers? if given ſomewhat more clear, and in a fuller man- 
ner, than they have done; and therefore I ſhall here tranſcribe the Diviſion, 
and five different Claſſes of theſe Acts from P. Honoratus of St. Mar), and: 
from Ruinart himſelf, whoſe Collection this Diſtinction chiefly regards. 
The firſt Claſs comprehends only the Original Ads; which were Examina- 
tions, and, as it were, Trials taken in the Courts of Juſtice by proper Officers. 
appointed, commonly call'd Proconſular or  Preſidial Alt; becauſe taken by: 
| Proconſuls or Preſidents, who were Governors and Judges in ſuch Places and 
Provinces. Theſe Acts uſually contained little more than the Queſtions put to- 
the Martyrs by the Governors, and their Anſwers. The ſhorter they are,. 
the Criticks look upon them to carry greater Marks of their being genuine, 
atid free from Additions which might be made afterwards, The Chriſtians 
endeavoured to procure Copies of thoſe Acts, for which ſometimes they paid 
good Sums of Money. According to Ruinart, we have extant to this Day, 
in their primitive Purity, fixteen or ſeventeen of theſe valuable Monuments of 
of Chriſtian Antiquity, Their Names may be ſeen in P. Honor, Tom. I. 
Part II. p. 4. | 
The ſecond Claſs placed among the Original: Alls, are thoſe that were writ- 
ten by the Martyrs themſelves, when they had the Convenience of doing it; 
where 
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Where they ſet down what they and their Companions had ſuffered for the 


carefully kept by the Chriſtians, are now loſt. This could not but happen by 


under Diocle/i ws" an, the Chriſtians were CO under Pain of Death, to 
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Faith, as St. Perpetua. and Felicitas, and ſome others; and the Chriſtians 
ſometimes added their following Sufferings. Among theſe are placed what 
St. Ignatius hath left us of his own Sufferings, in his Epiſtle to the Romans, 
and what St. Denys of Alexandria relates of what he had undergone, f in his ea 
ter to Fabian Biſhop of Antioch. 

The third Claſs comptehends what were written by the Chriſtians, 905 
were preſent at the Trials of the Martyrs, or what they had from Eye-Wit- 
neſſes preſently after the Death of ſuch Martyrs. Theſe may be alſo rec- 
kon'd among Originals. We have eleven or twelve of ſuch Pieces, of which 
ſee again Pere Honoré, p. 5. 

The fourth Claſs are Acts ken immediately from the Originals, in which, 
are omitted the exact Form of their Trials in the Courts, and to which are 
added ſome Reflections by thoſe who writ theſe Acts, and what they could learn 
from ſuch as liv'd in thoſe Places in the Time of the Perſecutions. In this 


Manner were thoſe Acts recorded, of which there are about twenty-five in 
Ruinart. See 1bid. Honoratus, P. 5- Theſe may well enough be calPd Authentick, 


There is yet a fifth Claſs in Ruizart, which are only Acts from Eccleſiaſti- 
cal Writers, who have given us an Account of the Sufferings of the Martyrs. 
in their Homilies, Panegyricks, or Hymns, from a conſtant Tradition, wit- 
neſs'd in good Authors, which Ruinart calls, Martyrum geſta ex Patrum Ho- 
miliis. A very conſiderable Part of Rainart's Collection are of this Kind. In 
his whole Collection are about one hundred and ſix Acts, of which fifty-two 
are of this Sort. Theſe in the 4* and g Claſſes, tho* not to be call'd Au- 
thentick, in the higheſt Senſe ; that is, when Authentick and Original are taken 
for the ſame ; yet they may be call'd Authentick, as the Word is divers times 
uſed; that is, ſuch as may be ſafely credited, and which we cannot reject 
without Imprudence and Raſhneſs. In all theſe five Orders of Acts are found 
ſome Difficulties and Diſputes about the Times, or Places, or Names of the 
Martyrs, which are not ſuch, as can hinder them from being look'd upon as 
true and «incere. P. Honoré takes notice, p. 7. That beſides thoſe in the 
Collection of Ruinart, the Learned have found out Acts of Martyrs in the 
Homilies and Writings of the Fathers, that ſeem of equal Authority, and 
which would make another Volume. We cannot doubt, but a great many - 
Acts of the Martyrs in the firſt Ages, which had been faithfully written, and 
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divers Accidents, to which Manuſcripts were liable, before Printing had mul- 
tiplied and diſperſed the Copies. And in the Time of Perſecution, at leaſt

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give up the n and all Books of Chriſtian Religion. But tho? all the 
ſeleft Acts of the Martyrs in Ruinart may in ſome Senſe be call'd Authentick, 
meaning no more than true, faithful, worthy of Credit, and well-grounded ; yet 
Ruinart, with good Reaſon, did not think fit to call them Authentick ; be- 
cauſe thoſe (at leaſt of the 4 and 5 Claſs) are not, properly ſpeaking, Au- 
 #hentick : How then, with any tolerable Propriety of Speech, can all the Ac- 
counts we have of the Saints Lives, throughout the whole Year, in Baillet, 
or in his Followers, be ſaid to be collected from Authentick Records of Church. 
Hiſtory ; eſpecially ſince both Baillet and they, in expreſs Terms, own a great 
many of theſe Lives, and the Facts, which they themſelves relate, to be ta- 
ken from Authors and Writings, which are not Autbentick, even in their way 
of ſpeaking, as I ſhall have occaſion to ſhew from their own Words? I might 
alſo aſk. why they add, authentick Records of Church-Hiſtory : For tho? in 
1. ſome Lives they give the Readers a great deal more of Church-Hiſtory than 
ſeems proper for their Deſign, yet a great many of the Lives are taken only 
rom the Writings of ſome private Authors: which Writings cannot be ſtiled 
1 Church-Hiſtory. Baillet only ſaid in their own Hiſtory, dans leur Hiſtoire; not 
dans P Hiſtoire de l' Egliſe; which is quite different.

Punir the Apoſtle, TheſeEnglifs Followers of Baillet ſay abſolute- 
ly, as if it were a Thing not to be doubted of, that &. Philip the Apoſtle 
was married, and had ſeveral Cbildren, before he engaged himſelf in the Service of our 


Saviour. For Proof they cite in the Margin, As xxi. g. Tis true, this ſeems to 


have been the Opinion of Polycrates Biſhop of Epbeſus, about the End of the 
ſecond Age, and of Clement of Alexandria about the ſame Time, as their 
Words are cited by Euſebius, Lib. III. Hiſt. c. 31. unleſs the Text of Euſe- 
bius hath been corrupted. Tillemant (whom Baillet generally follows) is inclin'd: 
ta this Opinion, not daring, as he fays, Tom. I. p. 642. to abandon the Aus 
thority of Polycrates and Clement. Yet Baronius, Valefius in his Notes on Eu- 


ſebius, Colerius, &c. and divers others, think this Opinion only roſe from a 


Miſtake of ſome few Authors, who for want of ſufficient Attention, con- 
founded St. Philip the Deacon, with St. Philip the A poſtle: For it ſeems cer- 
tain and evident, that St. Euke, As xxi. 8. ſpeaks. of St. Philip the Deacon : 

Me came 10 Ceſorea, and gaing into the bouſe of Phi- 
lip the Evangeliſt, uubo was one of the ſeven, (to wit, Deacons ),we ſtaid with him. 


out of St. Luke, As xxi. 8. which is concerning St. Philip, one of the ſeven. 
Deacons, is brought in Kuſebius to prove that St. Philip the Apoſtle was 
married, and had four Daughters x this ſeems the Origin of the Miſtake.

There's no Catholick but owns this. , Secondly, - Pope Liberins and Hoſius 


gn a Doctrine contrary to their own Judgment, , where their Tongue, and: 


to avoid Bantthmenr, and other Punifhments, might exteriorty confent to 


their 
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their Hand was guilty of Errors, which their Mind and Judgment. knew to 
be otherwiſe : This by the precedent and ſubſequent Circumſtances, was the 
Caſe both, of Hoſius and, Liberius, when they were no longer under Violence, 
and Conſtraint, and could with Liberty, and without Fear. of Puniſhments, 
ſpeak their Mind. Such was the Caſe of Pope Marcellinus, if it be true, 
that he exteriorly offer'd Incenſe to Idols. But beſides this; theſe Gentlemen 
ought to have acquainted their Readers, that ſound Criticks, as famous as any 
whatſoever, have not only doubted, but declared their Opinion, that Pope Li- 
berius (I do not ſpeak of Haſius) never ſubſcRbed to the ſecond Heretical Creed 
of Sirmium, as theſe Gentlemen ſo poſitively pretend, | with their Baillet, on 
St. Phebadius, April 25. For (I do not find that Baillet is ſo clear as they are in 
the Life of St. Athanaſius) not only Nat. Alexander, Tom. IV. Diſſert. 32. 
defends this Propoſition, that Pope Liberius did not ſubſcribe to the ſecond, but 
only to the firſt Creed, or Formula of Sirmium, in which there was nothing 
contrary to the Orthodox Faith; tho he abandon'd St. Athanaſius, and in 
thoſe Circumſtances, was willing to join in Communion with the Arians, to 
gain the Favour of the Axian Emperor CA and fo to be recall'd from 
Baniſhment. | 
But alſo. Tulemont, Tom. VL at the End of he 69 Article on the 1 
p- 422. declares it his Opinion and Judgment, that Liberius only ſign'd the firſt 
Form or Creed in theſe Words; Le ſentiment le plus favorable a Libere nous paroiſt 
auſſi le mieux appuye. And in the 35 Note correſponding to his Text, after hav- 
ing given the Arguments on both Sides, for Liberius ſubſcribing the fir/t or the 
ſecond Creed, he concludes with theſe Words, that it is very hard, or abſolutely. 
impoſſible, to doubi that what Liberius gn d, was only the firſt, and not the ſecond 
Creed. 7 
And in fine, not to. mention Baronius, and many learned Writers, Mr. wu 
(who ſcarce ever favours the Popes) in his Eccleſiaſtical Hiſtory, Lib. XIII. 
N. 46. ſays, that the Profeſſion of Faith offer'd and fign'd by, Liberius, accord- 
ing to the moſt probable Opinion, ſuivant POpinion la plus probable, was the firſt 
Creed of Sirmium paſs'd in the Council, held Anno 351. whereas the 0 
Creed of Sirmium was ſix Years after, Anno 357. | 
Theſe Gentlemen might without any Apprehenſion of doing an Injury to 
Truth, have concluded with the Roman Breviary, that this eminent Saint's 8 
Life was made illuſtrious by great Miracles.

They are 
put out by Ruinart, and were compiled by an exact Author, St. Eucherius of 
Lions. Baillet takes notice, that Burnet decries theſe Acts, and that he might 
have ſome Acts different from thoſe we rely on at preſent. However, theſe 
Gentlemen anſwer the Objections of Burnet ; to wit, as to the Silence of the 
Writers of the 4* Age, which is not ſufficient againſt the poſitive Teſtimony 
of ſo great and exact an Author as St. Eucherius. Secondly, Burnet pretends 
their Martyrdom could not happen in Gaul, where the Church enjoy'd a kind 
of Peace under Conſtantius Chlorus. But it might not be always in his Power 
to hinder what was order'd by Maximian, and eſpecially what regarded the 
Soldiers of Maximian, who commanded them to be put to Death, and who 
ſeems not to have been far off: Nor in fine, is it certain that theſe Martyrs 
ſuffer'd in the Dominions of E Chlorus. - 

Sept. 23. St. TuzcLa. Her Life, ſay they, is taken from St. Methodius 
in his Convivium Virginum, 1 — St. Greg. Naz. Poem. 4. and St. Ambroſe, 
I. ib. II. de Virg. c. 3. Baillet takes notice, that no one pretends to take this 
Life from the Romance call'd, The Journeys of St. Paul and St. Thecla, con- 

demn'd by P. Gelaſius, &c. That Romance ſeems to have been reviv'd in 
the * Age by Baſil of Seleucia, This, ſays Baillet, may be ſeen in Surius, 
who cites another out of Metaphraſtes. Baillet therefore (whom theſe Engliſh 
here tranſlate) gives us the Life of St. Thecla out of St. Metbodius, and what 
can be gather'd out of St. Ambroſe, St. Gregory of Nazianzum, and St. Gregory 
of Nyſa.— I do not admire the Expreſſions of theſe Engliſh Editors, p. 401.

18. and Pho- 
tius's Library, By this no one can tell what to rely on in the pretty long 
Lite they have given us. Baillet ſays; it muſt be own*d, that we have nothing 
concerning theſe two Saints that can be call*d Autbentick. Baillet alſo ſays, we 
have nothing to be relied on as to the Lives of SS. Coſmas and Damian, and 
that the Inventors of Fables, have not uſed greater Licenſe than in Writing 
the Lives of theſe two Saints. When they tell us in the Life of St. Hierome, 
p; 435. that be is univerſally acknowledged the moſt learned of the Latin Fathers, 

I think this need be only underſtood as to the Hebrew and Greet Tongues, and „ 
as to nnn the 1 Scriptures.

"Tranſlators, take this Life to be written by Fortunatus of Poi- 
fiers, But our E ngliſh Writers have left out a great Pa this Life, and eſ- 
pecially the Miracles related even by Baillet. It is evident theſe Engliſh Wri- 
ters only borrow the Account of their Authorities from Baill, without examin- 
ing the Authors themſelves, to know what Part of the Life is taken from the 
Authors they cite, and what Part from other Authors, 'mention'd and follow'd 
by Baillet. This I ſay is evident in this Life of St. Marcellus; they tell us 

in the Account of the Authorities which they pretend to follow: The Life, ſay 
they, of St. Marcellus, which furniſh'd us with Materials, bears the Name of 
Fortunatus, _ whom ſome (Baillet) with great Probability think to be the famous 


Biſhop of Poitiers. How can they fay which furniſh*d , &c. For in this Life 
to be ſeen in Surius (as Baillet owns, and any one may fee Tom. IV. Novem- 
ber) are nothing but half a dozen Miracles, all by them omitted; and of the 


ſhort Account they have given, not one Line is in Fortunatus. Surely they 
imagin'd no one would even examine their . which they give. at 
random. 2 

Noo. 3. St. are "His Life, fay "RY was written by St. Bernard, 
who was well acquainted with bim. Page 139. Theſe Engliſh Writers ſay, that 
St. Malachi enforc'd the Practice of auricular Confeſſion, the Uſe of Confirmation, 


the Obſervation of the Canons in regard to Matrimony : For, as St. Bernard afſres 


us, all theſe Particulars were either not known, or much negletted in Ireland, be- 
fore our Saint exerted his Zeal on that Occaſion. For certain theſe Gen tlemen 
are more attentive to their Style and 'Expreſfion, than to Truth and good 
Senſe. St. Bernard's Words cannot be underſtood of Ireland in general, but 
of thoſe Perſons only, bred up in Ignorance or Libertiniſm in the Town or

2. p. 403. & ſeg. that in a great 

many Saints Lives where he mentions other Authors, as Baronius, Surius, 

Bollandus, Fc. Baillet has given us what he could not but know was taken 

by the ſame Writers from Metapbraſtes.

Baillet, after Tu- 
lemont, ſays, we neither know what Methodius this was, nor where, nor even 
in what Age St. Nicholas liv d. Theſe Gentlemen mention no miraculous 
Facts, tho? in his Prayer in the Roman n it is faid, that Cod bonour'd 
bim with innumerable Miracles. 
Dec. 7. St. AMBROSE. They pretend to follow Palins, omitting moſt 
of the Miracles, and giving us a long empty Hiſtorical Account without ſuit- 
able Reflexions, or Admonitions, to imitate his Virtues. 1 cannot omit what 
may ſeem a Digreſſion from theſe Remarks, but not from the Circumſtances 
of theſe Times in ſome: Places. The Empreſs Juſtina, who favour'd the Ari- 
ans, ſent a Meſſage in the Emperor's Name, requiring of St. Ambroſe to ap- 
pear, and plead his Cauſe, to be decided by the Emperor, and his ſecular 
Judges. The Saint excus'd himſelf from ſubmitting to ſuch a Court, tell- 
ing them, that Valentinian I. that preſent Emperor's Father, had often de- 
clar'd both in publick and private, that Biſhops were to be judg'd by. Biſhops 
only; and inſiſted on it as a known Piece of Church Diſcipline, that when 
Faith is concern'd, the Emperors themſelves are ſubject to the Judgment of the 
Biſhops.

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Elin, and that Anſelm favour'd the Inſtitution of it Anno 1109: as to the im- 
maculate Conception, all they ſay is, that Sixtus TV. Pope, who bad been a 
 Frantiſtan Friar, was inclin'd to maintain the immaculate Purity of the Bleſſed 
Virgin's Conception, without deciding any thing. This ſeems a very lame and im- 
perſect Account, not to let the Reader know, that tho* it be not a Point in 
which the Faith of the Church is concern'd, yet that the common Perſuaſion 
of the Faithful, and the Church (as Natalis Alexander tells us in his Dogma- 
tick Divinity, Tra. 3. De Peccatis, c. 1. num. 11.) is much more inclin d to 
the Opinion, that the Bleſſed Virgin Mother was conceiv'd without Original 
Sin, being preſerv'd from it by a ſpecial Privilege, in eam (opinionem) propen- 
for eft Eccleſia. He endeavours to prove the Truth of this Opinion, not on- 
ly from the Decree of Sixtus IV. but alſo of Pius V. a Dominican, of Pau- 
tus V. of Gregory XV. and eſpecially of Alexander VII. forbidding all Per- 
ſons to write, preach, difpute, or ſpeak againſt that pious Opinion, but not 
to cenſure the contrary Opinion as Heretical. Natalis Alexander brings Proofs 
for this Opinion out of St. Bridget, and from the Councils of Bafil and Trent; 
which laſt in the 5* Seffion in the Decree concerning Original Sin, has theſe 
Words: The Holy Synod declares, that it is not their Intention to comprehend in 
this Decree of Original Sin, the bleſſed and immaculate Virgin Mary, the Mother 
'of God; but that the Decrees of Sixtus IV. which they renew, are to be obſerv/d. 
Natalis declares himfelf to be of this Opinion, as he had done ſeveral, Times 
before in his Eccleſiaftical Hiftory, and that otherwife he ſhould be guilty of 
breaking that Oath, which he had taken, and which the Univerfity of Paris 
requires of all that commence Doctors there. He endeavours to ſhew, Se. 13. 
c. 5. Art. 1. that it was not Scotus, but the Council of Bail, that chiefly in- 
duced that Univerſity to preſcribe the ſaid Oath, which he and the reſt of the 
Paris Doctors have taken, which he ſets down at large; and then ſays, God 
forbid that I ſhould ever violate this Oath, or ſpeak any thing againſt this Opinion 
f our Faculty, which the Church favours ſo much, c.

It is true, that Tillemont, as well as Baillet, mentions 
the Acts of St. Anaſtaſia, or rather two different ſorts of Acts, with a Doubt 
whether they belong to the ſame, or to two Martyrs, both of which had the 

Name of Anaſtaſia. They both conclude that ſcarce any thing is certain in 
_ theſe Acts, but only that there was ſuch a great Saint, and glorious Martyr, 
whether ſhe ſuffer*d in Laly and at Rome, or at Sirmium in Myria. The Engliſh 
Writers would, I preſume, make their Readers believe that they follow'd, in 
this Life, Tillemont, This is only true, in as much as Baillet (as he does very 
frequently) follows Tillemont ; yet whoever compares this Life publiſh'd in 
Engliſh, with that written by Tillemout, Tom. V. p. 325. and with that in 
Baillet, p. 308. will eaſily diſcover, that our Engliſþ Editors, according to 
their Cuſtom, have tranſlated and contracted from Baillet, not from Tillemont. 
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Dec. 28. St. Joux, Evangeliſt. Page 384. They tell us, Tt is certain that our 


Apoſtle (St. Jonn) was the only one, who attended his dying Saviour in bis laſt 


Moments. I do not know whence they have this Certainty, and that not one 
of the other Apoſtles was there preſent ; by the Hiſtory of the Reſurrection 
they were all at Jeruſalem. They make no mention at all of what we read in 


ſo many of the Fathers, that St. Jobn was never married, and liv'd always a 


Virgin: Baillet their own Author ſays, it was not only the Opinion of St. Hi- 
erame, but of the greateſt Part of the Holy Fathers, grounded in the Holy 
Scriptures which St. Auguſtin ſuppoſes as a Thing allowed by all the Church, 

and in a manner, the general Judgment of the whole Church: Opinion de la

PEgliſe. Baillet in the Margin cites for this Opinion St. Auguſtin, St. Ambroſe, 
St. Epiphanius, St. Hierome, Paulinus, Caſſian, Sc. Page 388. Againſt thoſe 
early Reformers of the Faith, I know that Hereticks may be ſty!'d Reformers 
of the Catholick Faith, which by Chriſt's Promiſes can never need to be re- 


form*d ; yet it is more intelligible to bong one, if fometimes at kt, we call 


them pretended Reformers.

' Life is taken from the Ads of the Councils held in his Ti ime, from Euſeb. Lib. 3. 
in the Life of Conſtantin, c. 7. Sozomen, Lib. 2. c. 17. and Theodoret, Lib. 10. 
c. 8. They mention not what are call'd the Acts of St. Silugſter; no doubt 
becauſe Baillet tells them, they are now in a Manner rejected by every one 
either as ſuppoſititious, or as falſified and corrupted. Let Part of this ſhort 
Life they give us, is taken out of thefe falſe Acts; to wit, when they ſpeak 
of his Birth, of his Parents, of his Education, and Ordination : For theſe 
Things are not found in the As of the Councils, nor in Euſebius, Sozomen, or 
Theodoret in the Places by them cited. As they do not think theſe Acts worth 
mentioning, ſo they ſay nothing at all of Conftantin?'s being baptiz d, · and 
thereby cur'd of his Leproſy, by St. Silveſter, as we read in the Roman Bre- 
viary, in the Leſſons of St. Silveſter, and November the 18", Tis true, theſe 
Acts are rejected by the new Criticks ; who all will have Conſtantine to have 
been baptiz d in his Bed, a little before he died, at Nicomedia, and not by 
St. Silveſter, as Baronius endeavours to ſhew. But this Opinion of Baronius 
need not be rejected, as Honor# of St. Mary ſhews in divers Places. Baillet 
owns thoſe Acts to be very ancient, not rejected, but honourably mention'd 
by Gelaſius, cited by Adrian the firſt, and divers others. It ſeems not agree- 
able to what Euſebius tells us of Conſtantine's being preſent with the Chriſti- 
ans in their Churches; nay even to have been Partaker with them of the Holy 
Myperies, 1 0 00 to the Tranflation of Pal ns, tpſe verd ( Conftantinus). ut- 
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pot ſacrorum myſteriorum particeps > One not baptiz d would never have . ! 


mitted to the Holy Myſteries. Yet on the other Side Euſebius himſelf, St. Hie- 


rome, St. Ambroſe, and many others ſay he was baptiz'd on his Death-Bed. 


However, I cannot think it improbable-what Anſelm Havelburgenſis Epiſcopus, 
and ſome others conjecture, that the Arians and Euſebians might baptize him a 


| ſecond time, thinking it an Honour to have him of their Communion ; eſpecially 


ſince St. Auguſtin tells us, this was a Thing praftiſed by the Arians. De

In the ſame Place they fay, It is certain the Apoies Ad mit faſt thts hat 
Maſter's Life-time. . This general Aſſertion is a Miſtake of theſe Gentlemen, 
and of others perhaps, vio are for haniſhing Faſting. It is not to be doubted 
but the Apoſtles kept thoſe Faſts, which were then obſery*d by the Neu: 
And che Interpreters generally obſerve, that neither the Queſtion put by the 
Diſciples of St. Jabn, nor Chriſt's Anſwer implies any more, than that Chrift- 
and his Apoſtles did not keep ſo many voluntary Falts, when there was no 
Command, as St, Jobn, and alſo the Phariſees exhorted their Diſciples'to ob- 
ſerve. The Queſtion propounded by the Diſciples of St. Jobn, was in theſe. 
Words, Matt. ix. 14. Then" came to him the Diſciples of Fobn, ſaying, y ds 
we and the Phariſees faſt often, (frequenter) but thy Diſciples faſt not, &c.
